difficulty in passing the cross fire that 
made them eligible in the estimation 
of the attorneys, were sworn in 
Af- 
ter the jury was chanted by Judire 
Maxwell at 3 o'clock, Prosecutor 
Wheeler for tbe state made a state- 
ment of the case. He was followed by 
Attorney Capt. E. W. James for the 
defense. 


It was Judge Maxwell's opinion that 
it would be best to take the jury to 
the scene of the shooting 
before 
beginning to take testimony 
The 
party left this morning at 7 o'clock in 
carriages 
accompanied 
by Sheriff 
Hedge and Clerk Mizer.

Mr. Caihoun. the victim in the 
shooting affray which occurred near 
isleta last January, is feeling much 
better today although still in verv 
weak condition. Mr.~Calhoun, while 
a nice appearing young man. shows 
plainly the inroads which have been 
made upon his constitution from the 
effects of the bullet which struck 
nim in the small of the back and very 
close to the spinal cord. 
In truth 
this is where tbe danger is, for the 
wound itself has completely healed 
but the shock which the spinal cord 
sustained, 
paralyzed 
the

part of his body and he has now 
only partly regained the use of bis 
lower limbs, so that he is able to get 
about to some extent on cructhes. In 
his present weaK condition Mr. Cal- 
houn does not know whether he will 
be able to stay in court during the 
whole session.

The congress of the United States 


has been wrestling with reciprocity for 
something over two years, but it has 
not yet acquired a perception of the 
subject equal in intelligence to that 
shown by Canada's house of commons 
in defeating the Bordea resolution. 
Witness the action of the senate com- 
mittee on foreign affairs in deciding 
to report favorably on all of the Kas- 
son treaties save two—those with Ar- 
gentina and Jamaica. It is proposed 
to do for aliens and outsiders precisely 
-what Canada refuses to do for the 
mother country—that is. to admit from 
numerous countries a large line of com- 
petitive articles at reduced rates of 
duty in order that a limited line of ex- 
ports may thereby be increased. Just 
why Mr. (Jnliotc's committee declined 
to swallow the entire dose and spat 
out Argentina and Jamaica is one of 
those curious mysteries which it were 
a wnste of time to sruess at. If it is « 
good thing to knife certain home man- 
ufacturing industries by ratifying the 
foolish treaty with France, is it not 
also a good thing to fcaife the domestic 
vrooi and fruit growing industries? 
Where and why does Senator Cuilom's 
committee draw the line? 


We ha\ e thought that not one of the 


Kasson treaties would ever come to a 
vote in the senate and house, but since 
it was 'determined to resort to the trans- 
fusion of bio^-d exi-edic-nt by tapping 
the reins of domestic sucrar and tobac- 
co growers for the benefit of •'suSfering 
Cuba" we arc not so sure.

Beside her 
was a rifle. When she saw the search- 
ing party she placed the rifle to her 
breast and pulled the trigger, the bul- 
let passing an inch below the heart, 
seriously bnt not neoessarny fatally 
wounding her. The woman conversed 
ir.teuinently. and said she did not 
kTiow how she came to be in the 
graveyard or what she had done.

Washington. June 17. — Several sen- 


ators who have a knowledge- of Use 
condition of business in use senate 
said thai congress would adjourn by 
July 1. One of them, irho has been 
an earnest advocate of reciprocity 
with Cuba, said: "Whei?.?r we reach 
an agreement or not. we will adjourn 
by the Srst. If there is BO agreement 
br that rise, it will be useless for 
the senate to remain here trying to 
reach an agreement- If an agreement 
is reached we can pass a Llll by the 
first." The advocates of reciprocity 
say the Republican cociereBce on 
Wednesday xvil! determine what can 
be done. When it is known just what 
the Republican members of the com- 
mittee offer, it is expected that it can 
be definitely determined how maay 
Repablicans oan be counted for and 
against ii. 


The reciprocity advocates believe 


that the measure to be presented will 
command a majcrity of the- senate 
within the Republican party, after 
which there will be little or no oppo- 
sition to its speedy adoption. The 
beet sugar mea say that in the Re- 
publican conference IS or 19 senators 
will announce, each for himself, that 
he will not vote for the reciprocity 
bill and will vote for any amendments 
which will help to defeat it_ They 
will vote against taking up the bill 
for consideration, thus forcing the 
friends of the measure to rely on 
Democratic senators and make an alli- 
ance with the Democrats, after which 
they (the beet sugar men) will vole 
with the Democrats to secure amend- 
ments to defeat the bill. They say 
the French reciprocity treaty is being 
put in shape to be germane as an 
amendment to the reciprocity bill 
when brougv* forward. 


Talk has been revived about a 


treaty with the new Cuban govern- 
ment. Senator Foraker some days 
ago suggested this to the president as 
a way out of the difficulty. 
It also 


was one of the propositions of the 
beet sugar men to the Republican 
aembers of the committee on rela- 
tions with Cuba, and was rejected. 
The S>set sugar men say that 52 Re- 
publican senators would support such 
a treaty, and it is expected that 
enough Democrats would be secured 
to ratify it. 
But the leaders of the 


reciprocity 
movement say that a 


treaty would mean the defeat of legis- 
lation at this session, that there is not 
time enough to negotiate it and pass 
it before the .adjonrnmeat.

Washington, June 17.—The

It 
included the adoption of resolutions 
appropriating §25,000 for the prepara- 
tion of plans for a memorial in this 
city to Abraham Lincoln: 5100.000 to- 
ward the erection of a monument to 
the prison ship martyrs wao died o5 
Brooklyn as a result of the cruelties 
to which they were subjected by the 
British during the revolutionary war. 
and 510.000 for the erection of a mon- 
ument at Fredericksburg. Va_. to the 
memory of General Hugh Mercer, who 
was killed during the revolutionary 
war. 
The resolution adopted was to 


carry out an authorization made for 
this purpose in 1777 by the continen- 
tal congress. Two bills were passed 
to amend the genera! pension laws, 
one to provide for the restoration to 
the pension rolls of the widows of 
soldiers who subsequently married 
and were again widowed, and one to 
increase the pension of those who 
have lost a limb or were totally dis- 
abled while In the military or naval 
service. The latter bill a;?o carrieu 
ar. important provision to increase i^e 
pension of a so.-^ier under uie impend- 
ent act of iSSft from $12 to $:;0 per 
month when such pensioner requires 
frequent or periodical attendance.
